lambs, and It worked beautifully . The 
bucks and the ewes and the lamblets 
walked into the trap with fluffy w'ool 
and now^ they 
have 
emerged with 
nothing but tbeir bare skins. 
Patten put the price of wheal up 
on his nerve, just as Leiter and oth 
ers of his kind liave done. The prin 
ciple diiXerenco bet wen 
Patten and 
lo ite r is that the former knew when 
and how to gtd out and 
the 
latter 
didn’t. Patten’s wms Just the ordinary 
bull ciusade. lie conceived the plot 
out of unfavorable crop reports. These 
reports be eiiused to Pe magnified and 
bonglit heavily at the same time.

did it boldly and gracefully . 
Within 
two day s more he had cleared the 
wreck and wiien the bubble brcke he 
was far out of harm ’s way . 
Although Patten extorted

lions indirectly from the nation's con­ 
sumers, and did it purely 
by gamb­ 
ling, he did no more than many other 
members of 
the 
Chicago 
Board of 
Trade w'oiild gleefully have done had 
they possessed the same daring and 
Tcsoiircefulness.

The outcome, of course, proves the 
movement was purely speculative be­ 
y ond a point a trifle over the dollar 
mark.

The late Secretary Hay , indorsing 
the pronouncement of the 
late Wil­ 
liam McKinley that the day of com­ 
mercial exclusion was past, spent sev­ 
eral y ears of his time as secretary of 
slate in the negotiation of reciprocity 
treaties which would 
have 
brought 
great goo dto this ooimtfy , but the 
senate w^ould have none of them, and 
Mr. Hay finally gave up in disgust. 
Congress is used to agitation in fa­ 
vor of improving business intercourse 
with Canada. It is an old, old story 
in Washington, and 
is 
regarded by 
most senators and 
congressmen in 
Washington who have beer ther.e long 
as a joke. This is because the special 
interests control congress. They arc 
a much opposed to tariff concessions 
to Canada as to any 
other country , 
because to them reciprocity is sy n­ 
ony mous wuth reduction 
of 
dutios 
and free trade. So lopg as we have 
onr tariff schedules framed by rep­ 
resentatives of special interests 
in­ 
stead of representatives of the peo­ 
ple, there is no hope for Canadian or 
any other species of reciprocity . 
Still, it may be a good thing to re­ 
mind congress now 
and 
then that 
congress has not given up this fight. 
Greater 
commercial 
freedom 
with 
Canada is so obviously to the advan­ 
tage of the Americon consumers and 
manufacturers that it will require a 
stronger repressive influence than the 
special interests can bring to bear to 
keep the demand for it down. 
In the end it is going to come, just 
as sensible and just tariff revision is 
going to come. The selfish crow’d at 
Washington is losing its grip on 
credulities of the people. Its sophis­ 
tries are being exposed in a manni^r 
that is certain to result in reaction. 
We are at this minute having an ex­ 
hibition of graft 
sw^apping 
among 
the special interests that is enough 
to make the nation sick. But the peo­ 
ple are beginning to see through th ' 
game that is play ed a t their expense, 
just as they see that the free trans­ 
portation of the 
raw 
material from 
Canada is of no more danger to tho 
industries of the United States than 
the unrestricted shipment of cotton 
and other southern products inio the 
north and east.

PRACTICAL TALK ON ECONOMY 
IN KITCHEN. 


Pots ard Pans Must Be Looked After 
if You Would Hav e Them Last 
. end Do Good Serv ice— 
Get Best Ware. 


One of the elevator men in a big 
office building up town found 
that 
there was sometliing the matter with 
lis alarm clock, says the New York 
Times. 
Knowing that one of his col- 
eagnes was a good deal of 
a 
me- 
clianician, he decided to save 
the 
jirice of having his clock fix ed by get­ 
ting Joe to fix it for him. 
.Joe agreed with great enthusiasm; 
took the clock home and tinkered with 
t, and when the two went “off the 
job” at six o’clock one afternoon last 
week, Joe turned the clock over to 
Jim with the assurance that it was 
fix ed. So it was; and Joe had set the 
alarm for 6:45, but Jim didn't know' 
that and Joe forgot to tell him. 
Joe and Jim were traveling toward 
the far end of Brooklyn on an elevated 
train at 6:45 that night, and were 
just 
passing 
Greenwood 
cemetery 
when the alarm w'ent off. Everybody 
in the car gave either a yell 
or 
a 
jump. 
Joe turned to Jim with a look 
of surprise. 
“What are you making all that noise 
for?” he yelled, in a voice that domi­ 
nated even the uproar of the alarm. 
Red in the face, perspiring, glaring­ 
eyed, Jim was trying to suppress the 
deafening clamor.

Time Tabto 


Tlie object of this brief talk is to 
tell our housemothers how to keep 
pots and kettles, griddles and pans, in 
working order, and how to make them 
last a reasonable time. 
To begin with, get good ware. The 
clumsy iron vessels 
that 
gathered 
grime and soot over the fires kept up 
by our granddames have been pushed 
aside by lighter and cleaner utensils 
of various sorts. 
Coppers—that must 
be as bright outside as they were 
within, and gathered unto themselves 
murderous verdigris, if not cleaned be­ 
fore each using with salt and scalding 
vineg^—w'ere banished, and righteous­ 
ly, long ago in favor of 
galvanized, 
porcelain, granite, agate 
iron 
and 
nickel » teel plated w'ares that neither 
rust nor green-mold. 
These wares 
are as easily kept clean as stone china, 
and, if less durable than iron and 
copper that descended from mother to 
daughter, and even dowm to the third 
generation, last reasonably w'ell when 
properly handled. 
Pots, kettles and the like should be 
set upon the range—not thumped and 
banged. 
A nicked cooking utensil is 
a disgrace to the handler thereof. 
Cracks and scaling off 
are 
still 
ofteiier the result of sudden overheat­ 
ing and of allowing an empty ves.sel 
to stand over the fire. The tea kettle 
boils dry, the soup seethes and sim­ 
mers until bones and meat stick to the 
bottom of the pot. 
To complete the 
wreck the ignorant or indifferent cook 
snatches off the misused utensil and 
runs w'ith it to the sink, turning the 
coid water faucet upon the heated 
metal. 
Yet the mistress marvels at 
the semi-yearly necessity of replen­ 
ishing kitchen tools. 
Never put away a vessel which Is 
not both clean and dry. 
Wash with 
hot water, good soap and household 
ammonia. 
Use mop and soap shaker, 
if you w'ould spare your hands and do 
justice to bottoms, seams and sides of 
pot and pan. Rinse off the suds, wipe 
and set, upside down, upon the range 
for 30 seconds to 
make 
assurance 
doubly sure. 
Hang up everything that furnishes 
the semblance of a loop by which it 
may be suspended, and always In its 
own place, so that you could find each 
in the dark. 
Cover the shelves of the crockery 
do t with strips of 
scalloped 
oil­ 
cloth that come for the purpose, and 
the shelves on which you keep metal 
pie plates and pans with stout paper, 
pinked at the r'^ecs.

correct one. 
One camp, led by the Santa Ve and 
supported by the Gould lines, he'd out 
for a o-cent rate in the state, despite 
the fact that such a rate ha i been 
enjoined l>y the state courts. 
The Rock Island and Burlington and 
the Alton stubbornly maintained that 
the best policv lay in following the 
suggestion of the federal court and 
putting in a rate of 
cents.

diphtheria, the disease which is giving 
the department the hardest light at 
present. 
Dr. Evans, the health com­ 
missioner, declares that the diphtheria 
patients themselves are not the great­ 
est menace to the health of the com­ 
munity, but that the disease is spread 
by those who have recovered and have 
resumed their daily activities, or by 
those who have been associated with 
¿iiphlheria 
patients. 
According 
to 
Dr. Evans, it is possible for a perfectly 
healthy person to 
carry 
diphtheria 
germs in his mouth or < lothiiig. 
The 
aim of the department will be to iso­ 
late all patients until they are abso­ 
lutely free from the diphtheria ba­ 
cilli.

“ Women Wv'ie Hie equal of rn**n in 
souls only—that they should have no 
voice in tlu' iisifairs of nations or min­ 
gle ill political affairs. 
Archb ishop Glennon stated to a re­ 
porter that he had read the inter­ 
view, in which His Holiness disap- 
iiroved of woman’s suffrage. 
“Cab legrams 
are not always an- 
llH'ntic,” said the archb ishop, “hut 
should His Holiness have made this 
assertion regarding the relative lights 
of w'omen, T certainly agree with him. 
“ATen and uomen differ—tln^i^ ob li- 
•gations differ. 
ATen should look after 
the affairs of state, while t he r e is no
